I was second innte of the British 
steamer Forward during her two years 
of explornttou In the mouth of tin* 
Amazon, and no other Held could have 
been selected to furnish more daily 
advent tire. 

The Forward enrrled two six pound 
on n non as tier armament, and when 
loaded drew only five feet of water. 
We were convoyed from tioorgotown. 
In British (Jttlnmi, by a man-of-war 
nml a brig, the latter to anchor where 
our captain directed and remain as a 
store ship and a haven for ns In ease 
of disaster. 

We lutd ,'t steam launch and two 
yaw ls for exploration where the steam 
ir could not go, and there were six d 
us out in the launch one day making 
soundings in n great bend, w lien a 
monster crocodile rose to the sttrfa v 
close beside ns. lunged forward and 
had bis head and one leg over the gun- 
wale before any one saw him. The 
engineer bad a hatchet w ithin rent h, 
and with this he gave the reptile su *h 
a blow as made him draw off and sink 
out of sight. The launch had scareily 
righted herself, however, when a f ill 
dozen more of the Silurians rose to the 
attack. We should have been capsized 
and every man devoured alive lasl we 1 
been In one of the yawls. As it was, 
we drove abend full speed nml outran 
them, though some of them pursued us 
for half a tulle, and we were nearly 
swamped with the water splashed into 
the boat. A few days later, one after- 
noon as the steamer came to anchor in 
a channel, the anchor must have drop- j 
pod among a bed of sleeping croco- 
diles. They rose till about us, hissing i 
and splashing, and this excitement 
brought up others until sixty-six enor- 
mous big fellows were to be counted 
at one time. They attacked the steam- 
er with the utmost fury, and while 
their efforts were harmless their strug- 
gles rocked her ns if sin* was at son in 
a gale. 

On another occasion one of these 
monsters did us a good turn. 1 had 
charge of one of the yawls which was 
sounding n channel. The men at the' 
oars were pulling slowly against the 
current, while the one handling the 
lead wits easting and calling out when j 
zip! came it dart, from the sound it 
made. Hither shore was too far off for 
a dart to roach us. Over our starboard 
how as wi* pulled ahead was a long* 
tongue of hind reaching out from the 
right hand shore and ending In a pile 
of driftwood. The tongue hud boon cre- 
ated hy drifting trees grounding on the 
bottom ami the silt collecting to make 
it bar. 1 stood up in tlie boat and took 
a long look, but could see nothing. I 
ought to have been able to detect even 
it rabbit anywhere on that tongue or! 
drift, as there were no bushes, hut 
nothing whatever was in sight. I was 
in tin* a>d of sitting down, almost sat- 
isfied that we had all been deceived 
when a second arrow whisked so close 
to niy cheek that I thought a bird had 
darted for my c.ve. 

"A close call, sir, and it was a poi- 
soned dart at. that," said one of the men 
as 1 dropped hack to my scat. "The in- 
fernal wretch must he in that drift- 
wood. though 1 can't see him." added 
the Ilian with tlie lead line. 

We held the boat stationary and pro- 
I pared to signal to the steamer, which 1 
was a mile below, when all of u sud- 
den a tiftccn foot crocodile landed ou 
the tongue of land and began crawling 
toward the driftwood, lie had just 
reached the pile when a native who 
hud la-on skillfully concealed ro-o up 
with a cry of despair. lie had a reed 
or blowgtin in his hands, and lie made 
frantic motions to us to save him We 
were consulting what to do when tin* 
crocodile made a rush, drove him off 
t lie* pile and followed after to ntdi 
him in tin* water. As we saw m thing 
of the man after that, we felt positive 
of Ids horrible fate, though we I d im 
sympathy to waste. 

The jaguar of tin* Amazon i- also 
called a cougar, a puma and it pu dher. 
and he seems to lie one and tin same 
beast, no matter what the nunc lie 
is lithe, fierce* and vigilant and an en- 
emy to lie dreaded hy even the best 
armed man. We often saw pumas or 
the .-lion* or crouched in trees at. I lew 
and then flouting past us on drifting 
logs, mill their fur reaching eric- were 
always to la* heard at night it wo lay 
within a mile of the jungle*. Tic only 
man of us killed in the two years 
met his fate at i lit* hands of a i iguur 
and under singular circumstances. 
We laid landed mi the rigid hand 
shore and then paid out otir rope cable 
by which we were fast to a tree to lie 
safe from a eave ln during the night 
Tin* anchor wut> h for tlu* night <'**n 
si-ted of only one man. relieved at in 
ten als of four hours. 

The man who went on at midnight 
had been on duty only half an lcur 
when a cave in took place. A strip of 
the hank, which was four feet above* 
water when we turned in dropped to 
the river, and with it the tree to which 
we were fast. Tin* tree fell directly 
over t In* hows of the boat, hut only its 
top coming aboard, and that without 
doing any great damage. We heard 
the man's shouts of alarm, hut l*efore 
•my one had turned out it was all over 
with him A jaguar hud been hidden 
in the ireetop. and as the tree fell it 
came u I card with it and at once sprang 
ii|>>n tlie watchman, lie had the man 
hy ilu- throat and wus sucking his 
bints) as we turned out and finished 
him 

Many similar adventures tilled our 
days hi-fi u * we finished our explora- 
tions on the Aimeoui.

Federal inquiry or 
Railroad Strike? 

Faced by demands from the conductors, en ;ineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 

With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 

The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 

“Our conference* have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our difference* ol opinion and that eventually tha 
matter* in controversy must be pasted upon by other and disintere« , -d agencies Therefor*, we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of tbe following methods: 

1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue o< lb« railways, it in a posi- 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary lo meet the added cost of operation in cate your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or. in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in t|ie premises, 
that we jointly re^ilrti Congress lo lake such action at may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 

|. By arbitration in accordance wnh the provisions of the Pederal law'* (The Newlaad* Act).

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A Story of Medieval Art

Satan, while always sowing, reaps by 
periods.

Tlie city of Florence, then In the 
province of Tuscany, has always been 
the home of art. A young man in l’i-a 
Giovanni Tolci. having shown man el 
ous artistic talents, removed to Flor- 
ence to get tlie benefit of the masters | 
nnd the works of art to ho found In 
thnt city. So rapid was his progress i 
and so groat became Ills fame that lie 
received a commission from the pope 
to paint an altar piece. 

During Giovanni Tolcl’s stay In Flor- 
ence. while loitering one evening on 
the banks of the Arno, he saw a girl 
on one of the bridges looking down 
Into the river. Going on to the bridge. ' 
Giovanni stood near her and saw that 
she was looking at the mild Italian 
heavens rellected in t lie water. From 
her rapt appearance he surmised that 
she possessed that artistic tempera 
ment which was in himself. He was 
seized with a desire to know her and, 
inquiring who she was, secured an In 
troductlon. 

Bianca Cellini was not an artist her- 
self, but art was so natural to her that 
she was of inestimable benefit to Gio 
vnmii. Stic was able to warn liini when 
lie was entering upon false ground and 
to encourage him- when lie struck that 
which promised well. So keen was 
her artistic sense that ho came to rely 
upon her entirely and would not trust 
Ills work until she had criticised it 
Bianca came to love the man la 
whose career she wns interested As 
for Giovanni, he wns absorbed In his 
work. If he loved Bianca lie was not 
aware of it. though there was a vague 
feeling within him that she was neces 
sary to him as a companion as well as 
a critic. 

When Ills altar piece was finished he 
left Florence with it to take it to Home.

The height of the fly season Is uow ap- 
proaching Screens on yonr dairy barn 
mean more milk, better milk and less feed 

Don't keep your encumbers screened 
too long or the bees will not be able to 
fertilize the blossoms 

Many people think they are uolng well 
for tbelr hens or chickens when they give 
them the raklnga from a fresh mowed 
lawn. This Is a serious error, for the 
grass thus eaten will very soon make a 
hen or chick crop bound. 

Don’t get the notion that there won't he 
many lice and mites this year, just be- 
cause the seasou has been cool and uot 
many have shown up so far. They will 
come during hot weather, you may he 
sure, and every one you kill now is worth 
100,000 later in the season. Keep spray- 
ing the poultry house with a good lice 
killer, and so keep ahead of the pests. 

There is one crop which is being used 
for pasture purposes with great profit. 
That crop Is alfalfa. When a short time 
ago It was hard to get farmers to try 
alfalfa it was spoken of as a hay crop and 
not as a pasture crop. They thought they 
had given alfalfa a good trial when they 
sowed a little of It and turned the stock in 
as soon as It was (1 inches high and kept 
them there until the alfalfa disappeared. 
The first thing to do when preparing soil 
for alfalfa is to maunre It heavily and 
plant to a crop which will be cultivated 
and thus kill the weeds. 

Moderate rainfall In late May ami liberal 
rains in June, 1915, caused an usual de- 
velopment of fruit buds, which will pro- 
duce this year’s apple crop. The buds 
for the 1917 crop are now forming, and 
at this time the trees require an abundance 
of plant food and moisture. Proper care 
of the orchard Is more important this 
year because of excessive blooming and 
of a possible drought. 

No farmer Is prepared to raise hogs 
profitably unless he is well provided with 
pasture. The pasture should be so man- 
aged that it affords tender and palktable 
forage. Grasses are succulent and rich in 
muscle and bone-forming materials, hut 
the most important consideration in favor 
of pasture for swiue in summer is its 
small cost. The earlier in the year green 
feed can be supplied the better. Swine 
of any age relish green feed, and its use 
always reduces the cost of producing 
gains in weight. In addition, it keeps the 
animals in good, thrifty condition. 

Seed barley which is mixed with wild 
oats and wild buckwheat will not raise a 
profitable crop. Severe screening of seed 
barley is in itself a profitable thing. The 
greatest trick of the whole thing Is to 
take out the wild oats and other weed 
seeds, then they can’t get hack into the 
laud again. It is folly to plant seeds 
which are full of trash. Harley is a more 
; profitable crop than oats, hut it must he 
kept pure and must uot be allowed to be- 
. come contaminated with all sorts of tnixj 
■ t tires or it will be ruined so far as malting 
i is concerned.

Warning to Parents. 

Commissioner Allan J. McLaughlin, 
of the State Department of Health 
sends out this bit of warning to par- 
ents of children: 

“Keep your children away from 
strangers and don't let them go to 
places of amusement for the present, 
if you don’t wish them to contract in- 
fajitile paralysis.” 

Two children who arrived in Boston 
Thursday from New York and were 
met by inspectors of the municipal 
Board of Health and examined will be 
kept under observation for some time, 
as they are known to have been re- 
cently associated with victims of the 
disease. 

Commissioner McLaughlin has 
learned that a New York Charitable 
Society has sent a group of children 
to Stockbridge, this State, for a vaca- 
tion, and he has provided for their be- 
ing carefully watched. 

The State Health Department has 
sent a circular to all city Boards of 
Health in the State, reciting that many 
New York parents are taking their 
children out of that city to avoid in- 
focton from infantile paralysis and 
they may introduce the disease into 
Massachusetts. Local health officials 
are warned to bo on the watch for 
any suspicious cases of illness. 


Napoleon and a Submarine. 

The idea of submarine navigation Is 
not so modern as many jieople imagine. 
When Napoleon was banished to St. 
Holcim a notorious smuggler named 
Johnstone conceived the Idea of assist- 
ing the dethroned monarch to escui*.

The train carried passengers 
in Its one little car and made a trip <>t 
fourteen miles in one hour and fifteen 
minutes, to the utter astonishment of 
the "natives," who predicted all sorts 
of dire calamities from such speed mad 
ness. This was the beginning of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, the oldest 
American rood.

What Might Be Revealed if Na- 
ture Lifted the Veil. 

WONDERS OF THE INVISIBLE. 


Evidane* That What Wa Call tha Uni- 
varaa la Only a Part of • Par Grandar 
and Parhapa Infinite Syatam of Son a 
and Worlda and Planata. 

Men of science have round reasons 
for believing that there may be, far 
off in Infinite space, other material 
systems besides tho one visible to us. 
Wo seem to bo able with modem tele- 
scopes to reach tho boundaries or 
farthest limits of tho stellar system 
to which our sun belongs. 

It is found that with increase of dls- 
tanco the relative number of stars de- 
creases until. In most directions at 
least, n point Is reached beyond which 
virtually no more stars can bo Been. 
Then, too, It has been found that the 
stellar system hns a fairly definite 
shape — a fact which In Itself implies 
boundaries. Tho shape la that of a 
vast spiral, with curving arms sur- 
rounding a central agglomeration. If 
you will lmnglno flontlng In the middle 
of tho room where you sit a roughly 
globular Bwarrn of bright particles, 
distributed with a fair degreo of uni- 
formity as to distance from ono an- 
other, and then outside of tho swarm 
surrounding It, hut separated from lt 
by a space which Is nearly but not 
quite empty, an Irregular spiral ring 
of similar shining particles, you will 
havo before you a plcturo of one of 
the latest astronomical conceptions of 
tho form of tho visible universe. 

Tho central swarm will represent the 
assemblage of stars of which our suu 
Is a modest member, while the envel- 
oping spiral will represent the Im- 
mense system of tho Milky way. whose 
stars are vastly more numerous than 
thoso composing tho globular swarm. 
The stars of tho Milky way are tho 
most distant members of the eDtlre 
system, which appears to bo shut In 
all around by black space. Viewed 
from afar off In tho ebon depths of 
that space, this universe of ours would 
resemble a phosphorescent Jellyfish, 
with faintly sparkling tentacles, afloat 
In tho sea of Immensity. 

This being so, tho question naturally 
arises, May there not be, or must there 
not be, an indefinite number of other 
such systems scattered through the 
limitless expanse of space? That ques- 
tion would forever remain a matter of 
pure conjecture If wo did not havo cer- 
tain very suggestive facts which seem 
to indicate that lt ought to bo an- 
swered In the affirmative. 

The facts of which I speak are ob- 
jects of visual observation. But that 
does not necessarily make them parts- 
of tho “visible universe,” because they 
appear to bo unconnected with it and 
to llo beyond Us boundaries. 

These objects are known as spiral 
nebulae. The photographs that have 
been made of them In the past few 
years are simply amazing.’ The forms 
of many are surprisingly like that 
which has been described above as 
characterizing tho stellar system. They 
have central agglomerations with cn 
veloping spirals. They lmvo knots of 
light which recall tho globular clusters 
of stars found In tho visible universe, 
but they are so distant that no sepa- 
rata stars can be detected In them. 

They look like masses of more or less 
condensed glowing gas, but the spec 
troseopo shows that tho light coming 
from them Is not that which Is charac- 
teristic of gaseous nebulae, but that 
which belongs to true stars. Tho Influ- 
ence Is that these wonderful objects 
may actually bo other universes lying 
out in the ocean of spaco beyond our 
shores. 

This Inference Is strengthened by 
what we know of the distance of some 
of these objects. Tho utmost diameter 
of the great spiral of the Milky way 
probably does not exceed from 4,000 to 
0,000 “parsecs,” or from 800 to 1,200 
million times the earth’s distance from 
the sun. A parsec, which corresponds to 
a parallax of ono second of arc, equals 
about 19,000,000,000,000 (nineteen tril- 
lion) miles. But some of the spiral 
nebulae appear to be at least 10,000 
parsecs distant 

If that Is so there exists between 
them and the outer frontiers of the vis- 
ible universe a gap far broader than 
tho entire diameter of that universe. It 
can hardly be supposed, then, that they 
are outlying parts of or attendants 
upon our universe, but It Is much more 
reasonable to conclude that they are 
other universes constructed on a simi- 
lar plan, but so far away that as view- 
ed with our utmost visual powers, our 
mightiest telescopes, they are but 
gleaming 6 pecks! Perhaps the nearest 
of these strange objects Is tho Androm- 
eda nebula, which. In a smaU tele- 
scope, looks llko a faint spindle shaped 
wisp.— Garrett P. Servlss In New York 
Journal

Postal Savings 

Deposits in the United States Postal 
Saving System continue to show re- 
markable gains und to demonstrate 
forcibly that t his service is one for 
which there is very large and wide- 
spread demand. 

Th© net gain in deposits or the 
month of May 1910, was nearly $2,000,- 
000 showing an increase of more than 
100 per cent as compared with May, 
1915. Postal savings service is ren- 
dered now by 7.702 post offices, hav- 
ing 000,000 depositors with $H2.500,- 
000 standing to their credit. Two- , 
thirds of all deposits are held by 72 
post offices each of which has more 
than $100,000 on deposit. Seven cities 
have passed the milllon-dollar mark — 
New York, Chicago, Boston, Detroit, 
Pittsburgh, San Francisco and Port- 
land. Oregon: about 42 per cent of all 
deposits are held by tbe post offices in 
these cities. 

Postmaster Murray lias in bis cus- 
tody more than $2,000,000 representing 
the savings of about 18,000 persons. 
The net gain in deposits during the 
past calendar months showed an in- 
crease of 01 per cent over the cor- 
responding month for 1915.

By keeping the farm tools sharp you 
save horse feed and horae strength. It 
does better work, more of It In one day 
and pays a better profit. It saves time, 
temper aud human vitality. A good emery 
stone will pay for itself In one stnson 
Get you one and keep the tools sharp. 

The very early potatoes which ripen 
will keep much better if ting as soon as 
thoroughly ripe and stored in a cool dark 
place. If left In the ground rains will 
start the sprouts an 1 a potato which has 
so sprouted is about as poor eating as 
can be imagined. 

The best means of cheering up chicks 
is furnishing them with some gardeD 
worms to fight over. If its dry and 
worms are scarce fresh beef cut in strips 
will serve the purpose. Sliced onion will 
do the work If vou dou’t give It to them 
too often. Anything to make them 
scrappy 

A spraying with Bordeaux mixture is 
needed on the apples about the second j 
week of July. This Is an important spray 
for the control of several serious diseases 
of the apple. If this spaying is neglected 
the fruit is almost sure to be in a spotted 
unsalable condition at harvest time this 
fall 

Farmers should remember when sow- 
ing peas, that they must he cut with a 
mower Mowing machines run better if 
the land is smooth. By using a harrow 
on the land It can be easily put in good 
condition for the mower. Iu cutting peas 
on rough land it is hard on the driver, the 
mower and the stock. 

Buckwheat is a splendid crop to sow 
for the poultry, if one lias a piece of 
waste ground that Is not being used in 
the fall. Sow It where the hens can get 
at It, and they will harvest the crop them- 
selves. It costs little to sow buckwheat 
for the seeds are not very large, and the 
stalks are so branching they need to be 
seeded thinly. If you have bees this crop 
will be of great Importance to them in in- 
ducing brood rearing lu the fall, insuring 
a gcod strong colony In the spring. 

Here is a formula for a coal oil dip for 
chickens and animals to rid them of lice 
and fleas. This formula is for twenty 
gallons of dip. It is made by dissolving 
1 pound of ordinary laundry soap in 1 
gallon of soft warm water; tlieu stir into 
this 4 gallons of coal oil and add enough 
water to make 20 gallons. 

The refrigerator where milk is stored 
should be cleaned regularly, especial care 
being given to keeping the drip pipe free 
and clean The Ice rack also should be 
cleaned and any place where food is kept 
or milk stored should be scalded occasion- 
a’ly with sal soda solution. The refrig- 
erator, even though cold, may quickly be 
contaminated by a few drops of spilled 
milk, or by small particles of food. No 
matter bow dean the refrigerator, milk 
should never be kept in an open vessel. 
As milk absorbs odors easily, such food 
as fish, cabbage or onions should not be 
kept In proximity to It. 

There are many questions about the use 
of shavings or sawdust in the manure. 
The shavings usually contain an add 
which in large quautles has a had effect 
upon the soil. Until this acid is neutral- 
ized, large quantities of such manure 
would he likely to injure the soil After 
the shavings have been sweetened or 
neutralized, they would do no more dan - 
age than straw or other forms of bedding 
When the sawdust is freely used to absorb 
the stable liquids, there will be very little 
damage from its use, as these liquids are 
alkaline aud will sweeten the shavings 
Also, when the shavings are left in the 
manure pile long enough to go through a 
partial fermentation, there would be no 
danger. 

Strawberry leaf spot, or rust, is a very 
commou disease. A bed entirely free 
J from the trouble is rarely seen. Ordin- 
arily it causes no serious damage, aud the 
average commercial growers pay no at- 
| teutiou whatever to it. The best preven- 
tion seems to be to spray thoroughly with 
Bordeaux mixture just before the blos- 
soms open in the spring. After the bed is 
through bearing iu the early summer it is 
a good plau to mow oil all the leaves w ith 
a scythe and then burn over the bed lightly 
when there is a good breeze blowing lu 
small home patches it insy be piactical to 
j pick off ail the diseasod leaves as fa-t as 
they appear, and thu- prevent further 
| spi ead.

Hi* Pluck and Stratagy Raaultad In 

Making tha Powerful Enemy V easel 

Lie Helpleea Within tha Landlocked 

Waters of tha Qulf of Arta. 

It was during the war between 
Greece and Turkey In 1S97 that the 
inhabitants of Gala Krlnl— a largo vil- 
lage, since destroyed by tho Turks, on 
tho shores of tho gulf of Arta— awoke 
one morning to find that a Hellenic 
battleship hod entered the gulf and 
cast anchor oil tho shore. The sur- 
prise of tho Inhabitants of Gala Krlnl 
was nothing compared with that of o 
party of five Turkish officers, who, 
from tho very crest of a hill towering 
above the village, watched tho vessel 
through their tolcscopes. 

Theso Turkish officers were on an 
urgent and Important mission — to 
block out tho Ilelleulc fleet from tho 
gulf of Arta. Behind them, at tho 
bottom of the deep ratine, were a 
number of heavy guns which had beeu 
dragged nil the way from Salonika a 
long and difficult task, aud with this 
urtlllcry they had been ordered to for- 
tify tho strait 

To reach tho strait, however, tho 
Turkish column had to ruu the gantlet 
of tho battleship’s heavy guns, which 
meant sheer destruction. Somehow or 
other they must escape tho man-of- 
war or prevent her Interference with 
their work, but to do this seemed Im- 
possible. 

Iu the midst of their discussion a 
young officer who had been listening 
said he could hold tho vessel a prison- 
er If they would allow him. His plead- 
ing won, and, hurriedly changing his 
clothes for those of a shepherd, he de- 
scended iu that disguise to Gala KrlnL 

Late that night a number of figures 
stole through tho dark alleys of tho vll- 
lage toward the shore. Close to tho 
water’s edge was an old boatbouBe, 
used as a shed for repairing boats. 
This tho party silently entered and by 
the flickering light of a taper searched 
the black Interior. At length there was 
a gentle rattle and from the gloom 
emerged Hassan, stripped to tho waist, 
dragging a heavy chain. This, with the 
help of his comrades, he began to pull, 
and after an hour’s laborious work the 
end of the great chain— oneo the cable 
of a Turkish vessel— was reached. 

From the beach tho chain was loaded 
on board a large caique, whoso sides 
and floor had been covered with cloth 
to deaden the sound. This task accom- 
plished, three men got In with Hassan 
and rowed with muffled oars toward a 
large rock In the middle of the bight 
Round this rock the chain was laid and 
securely fastened. One man having 
been landed on the crag to keep guard 
over this end, the boat set out cautious- 
ly for tho battleship, looming like a 
phantom in the distance. Not a sound 
did tho men make as link by link the 
massivo chain was paid out over the 
steru into the still water till they 
reached tho vessel. 

There was an excited gleam In llas- 
san’s eyes as, with a sign to his com- 
rades, ho gradually lowered himself 
Into tho dark water, guiding himself by 
passing his lingers over the battleship’s 
plates. A slight grating of the chain 
against tho hull was all that his anxious 
compaulons in the boat heard, though 
now and then a reassuring pull was 
felt on the line that Hassan held, di- 
recting them how to pay out tho chain. 
Hours rather than minutes seemed to 
have gone by ere the young officer 
i-amo to the surface. So exhausted by 
ills long dive was he that ho had to be 
ilOWSt lifted Into the boat 

"It Is round tho propeller, M he gasp- 
ed. M I have fixed It so that nothing 
can move It Back you go.” 

Then link by link tho tedious work 
was renewed until tho boat returned 
to its starting point, where tho other 
end of tha chain was secured. The 
risky task wa9 done, and the Hellenic 
battleship was securely moored to an 
immovable rock by a double thickness 
of cable. 

The early rays of dawn revealed a 
sight which astonished tho Greek com- 
mander. A whole regiment of Turks 
were on the march toward the strait 
of Arta, with train after train of artil- 
lery, tho last of which disappeared be- 
yond the Intervening bead before tho 
ship’s guns could bo brought to bear 
on them. Tho commander gave orders 
for the guns to bo run out and decks 
cleared for action, while the anchor 
was weighed, his Intention being to 
prevent the Turks from fortifying the 
strait before they had become too 
ftrong. "Full speed aheadl" went the 
order to the engine room, and, pro- 
pelled by her mighty screw, the bat- 
tleship advanced, only to lurch back- 
ward as If dragged by some unseen 
force. Work as the engines would, 
the vessel seemed to be In &d enchant- 
ed circle, beyond which it was Impos- 
sible to go. 

It was not until the sun’s rny9 had 
penetrated the deep blue water along- 
side that the secret was revealed and 
the massive chain was discovered pass 
lag round the ship’s propeller and the 
adjacent rock. 

Before It could he removed, how 
ever, the strait had bean sufficiently 
fortified by the Turks and a power 
ful Greek warship lay a helpless pris 
oner within the landlocked waters of 
Arta.

Thp wonderful effects wrought out 
in landscape gardening ih three 
years seems little short of miraculous; 
it rould only have been accomplished 
by the lavish expenditure of money in 
a country where all seasons lend 
themselves to work of this character 
The architectural effect of the Imposi- 
tion buildings proper, while varying 
much in detail is of the same general 
character. This does not hold true of 
the buildings of the states and of the 
foreign nations. These, ns would is 
expected, vary greatly In design and 
construction ; each nation apparently 
seeking to introduce the characteristic 
features of its own architecture 
Twenty-eight of our states and ter 
ritoriea and twenty-two foreign gov- 
ernments are represented by build- 
ings. Few of these made any preten- 
tion of providing for exhibits the gen- 
eral management having made ample 
provision in its several palaces for 
bringing together the contributions of 
all nations. Some exceptions to this 
general rule were noticeable, among 
which that of Canada is worthy of 
special mention. The building of “Our 
1-ady of the Snows" was approximate- 
ly one hundred yards In length and 
something more than one half of that 
In width, with a broad aisle passing 
lengthwise its centre. 

One section of this building, of 
about a hundred feet is of glass con- 
struction on the westerly side, and a 
beautiful piece of perfectly kept lawn 
as a carpet surprised the visitor on 
his entrance. At intervals over this 
emerald carpet were placed large 
dishes of the various fruits which were 
then — in the middle of Rugust — ripen- 
ing in the Dominion. Various exhibits 
of the products and industries were 
displayed in the remainder of that 
side of the building. 

Fpon the other side of the central 
aisle, as one entered the building he 
beheld a primeval Canadian forest, so 
artistically imitating nature in the 
foreground and middle distance that 
one could scarce believe he was not 
looking into a real forest, as in fact 
he was as far as the tree trunks were 
concerned. The background was a 
panoramic painting, but so cunningly 
was the work performed that one 
could hardly tell where the real ended 
and the painting began. Scattered at 
intervals through the forest were the 
game animals, great and small, and 
the birds of the Canadian wilds. These 
were mounted in so life-like manner 
that it was hard to believe they were 
not alive. 

Bison, moose, elk. deer, hears, 
wolves, wolverines, foxes, coons, all 
were there, and by a stream of run- 
ning water a pair of beavers appeared 
to be industriously at work building 
their dam. Numbers of the smaller 
animals were about the ground and in 
the trees. After proceeding a while 
we come to a clearing in t tie forest 
and a log cabin appears with a little 
piece of land under cultivation. The 
settler at this time was probably more 
hunter than farmer, and lives largely 
from the game the forest supplied. As 
we advance the clearings become 
larger, the house more pretentious, the 
wild life disappears and in its place 
conies the cow, the horse, the sheep 
and pigs and poultry. Then comes the 
saw-mill, comfortable looking homes 
with great barns near and in the dis- 
tance broad fields of waving grain 
ripening to the harvest. Here we 
come to the end of the Canadian ex- 
hibit. But is it the end? No. Our 
neighbor in the North-west is a gen- 
eration behind us in development, but 
the iron horse is there and Canada is 
just coming into her own. 

The largest of the state buildings is 
that of California. Here again Cali- 
fornia lias outdone the world. This 
building is claimed to be the largest 
ever erected at an exposition by a 
state or nation, costing with its dis- j 
plays two million dollars. Its archi- i 
tectural designs are borrowed from 
the old mission buildings. It is situ- 
ated on the Marino, as the street along 
the water front is called and is about 
midway the length of the grounds, 
within the section occupied by the Ex- 
position Palaces. It contains the ad- 
ministrative headquarters of the Ex- 
position and in its eastern portion 
five acres of floor space is devoted to 
the displays of the '>8 counties of the 
state. The Massachusetts building is 
designed as a reproduction of the ori- 
ginal State Capitol on Beacon Hill. 
No displays are made here. One room 
on the lower floor is devoted to moving 
picture exhibitions. At the time of 
my vist, “Paul Revere’* Hide" was on. 

Several of the building are equipped 
with excellent moving picture plants, 
illustrating the life and customs of the 
different peoples. These are all free 
to you when you have dropped your 
half dollar at the gate. From morning 
until evening yon can roam among 
this vast collection of the finest pro- 
ducts of the nations of the earth for 
the paltry sum of fifty cents. 

When 1 say that the several ex- 
hibition buildings have fifty miles of 
aisles, and seventy thousand separate 
exhibits, varying from the great 
Mogue locomotives in the Transporta- 


tion Palace to the exquisitely wrought 
silk pictures from the private gallery 
of the Emperor of Japan in the Fine 
Arts Palace you will easily believe 
that it was a physical impossibility to 
sec it all in a brief stay of four days. 

1 think the pictures to which 1 allude 
impressed me as being among the 
most wonderful tilings which l saw. 
,\t n lit lo distance they might bo taken 
for oil paintings, hut upon examina- 
tion it appeared that the work was 
composed of minute stitches of various 
colors ol silk so cunningly wrought 
that it was only upon the closest In- 
spection that the stitches could he de- 
tected. It was said that one of these 
pictures of about two by two and a 
half feet represented years of toil by 
the artist. None but an oriental, 
gifti d with infinite patience, could 
produce such results. To have seen 
the great display of sculptuary and 
paintings was an event of a lifetime. 

1 mane no pretence of being an art 
critic, but the privilege of having been 
enabled to see this great eollectlon of 
works of art by many of the foremost 
artists of our own and foreign lands, 
was one 1 shall long cherish. If I may 
he permitted here to go from the sub- 
lime — not to the ridiculous — but to the 
extremely practical, 1 will nay that 
one of the exhibits which seemed al- 
ways to attract nn interested group 
of spectators, was the assembling of 
Ford cars. It was said that one was 
being put together every twenty min- 
utes While this may hav6 been 
possible it was some exaggeration of 
the fact as 1 saw it. The one which I 
saw go through was in the hands of 
the workmen a half hour from start 
to finish. The machine passed 
through the hands of six groups of 
mechanics, six machines being all of 
the time in process of assembling. As 
I watched the ease and rapidity — yet 
without apparent haste — with which 
the cars were turned out, it seemed to 
me that almost every one who wished 
should be able to have a Ford. At the 
inception of the Exposition it was de- 
signed to represent the progress of the 
world during the last decade. The ex- 
hibits along the line of human pro- 
gress wore largely for the purpose of 
illustrating the inventions and im- 
provements which have come into the 
world the last ten years to make life 
the 'better worth living. 

1 shall, doubtless, lie expected to 
make some mention of the ‘‘Zone’ as 
the amusement section is called. This 
envois seventy acres of land where 
two hundred concessions were grant- 
ed. primarily for (he amusement of the 
people, though some of the shows 
were not without considerable educa- 
tional value. 

One of these places which I visited, 
was a miniature representation of the 
Panama Canal. I here use the term 
“miniature” in a comparative sense; 
the exhibition occupying an ample 
theatre about one hundred yards In 
length by about one half that breadth, 
constructed to show the whole length 
of the canal, the railroad and all the 
physical features of land and water 
along their course. The land features 
were moulded in clay, hardened to 
ho’d its form and colored to represent 
as nearly as possible the original, of 
forest or base mountains.

If an old memorandum containing a number is used, there may Lave been 
a change since it was written or printed, thcrejore the telephone direc- 
tory should be consulted ichenecer you wish to talk. 

There can be no time saved by guessing — “ nears " don’t count; every 
wrong number call is an economic waste to the subscriber as well as 
to the company. 

77(f wrong way creates annoyance to the person who is called by mis- 
take ; the right way saves delay and annoyance in completing 
your message, and it creates a high grade of service for you ami for 
others. 

If you cannot find (he number in the telephone directory, ask for the 
••Information Operator at the desired Central olliee. Her records 
are complete and up to the minute; she knows every new subscriber’s 
number, every change of location as well us of number, and will start 
you right with the desired information.

The bill to establish the Norfolk 
County Agricultural School xvith a 
provision for a referendum was ap- 
proved April 12, 1915. 

The voters of the county accepted 
the act by a majorty of more than 
5000 at the stucceedng state election. 

May 6 of this year, the Trustees of 
which Charles L. Merritt, our Tree 
Warden and Moth Superintendent, is 
a member, voted unanimously to pur- 
chase the Ellis and Bullard properties 
in North Walpole, as a site for the 
school. This purchase includes a two- 
story dwelling house, a small barn, 
and about 40 acres of land, well adapt- 
ed to the purposes of an agricultural 
school. 

The school Is to he under the joint 
control of the state and the county. 

The purpose of the school is dis- 
tinctly vocational, viz: to prepare its 
students in the most practcal and 
scientific manner to be intelligent and 
efficient farmers. To this end 
specialists in the various departments 
of work will be appointed on the 
teaching staff. It must not be under- 
stood however that this school pre- 
pares students for the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College. 

The old adage “Learn to do by do- 
ing." will be exemplified in this school. 
The home project w r ork is to be a 
regular feature under the supervision 
of the teacher. Whatever specialty is 
chosen by the student, Fruit Growing, 
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mission agreement signed by the stu- 
dent requires that he perform a siz- 
able piece of farm work at home, at a 
neighbor’s or on land at or near the 
school. Fifty percent of the time is 
to be given to farm practice, 30 per- 
cent to the class room and 20 percent 
to general subjects. 

The school will be in session from 9 
or 9.15 to 3 or 3.15 dally except Sat- 
urday. The course is planned for four 
years but each year’s work will he 
complete in itself and no one de- 
sirous of attending the school should 
hesitate to apply because he can at- 
tend only one or two years. 

SAVES BOY’S LIFE. 

John G. Easton Rescues East Wey- 
mouth Lad From Drowning. 

After being stuck iu the mud for sev- 
eral minutes a', the bottom of the reservoir 
into which lie had dived, last Monday 
afternoon, H year old James Higgins of 
East Weymouth, was dually rescued and 
revived after a thrilling experience. It 
was necessary for rescuers to work more 
than an hour over the lad, before con- 
sciousness was restored 

YoUPg Higgins, iiis brother, Edmund 
aged 12, and a number of companions 
were swimming in the reservoir near the 
Weymouth Light & l'owes Co’s plant 
James dived from the wall of the reser- 
voir and when lie failed to appear after a 
reasonable time, his brother, Edmund 
jumped in after him. He found ids 
brother stuck in the mud ami all hia 
attempts to extricate 1dm were futile 
John Easton of Middle street, East 
Weymouth, a lineman, was working on a 
telephone pole nearby. “Jack” heard the 
cries of the boys and rapidly descended 
the pole and plunged into the reservoir, 
wrenching youug Higgins free and bring- 
ing him to the surface. The boy, who 
had been at the bottom of the reservoir 
for several minutes, was apparently 
dead, but Easton procured a barrel! and 
rolled the boy steadily, until others came 
to relieve him Dr. Fred L Doucette ap- 
plied other measures aud finally the boy 
showed signs of life 

On Wednesday afternoon Jatms xxas 
playing ball w ith the other boys apparently 
in good condition Wheu asked as to his 
feelings when drowning he replied that i e 
simply fell into a sleep

Teachers will be appointed who 
ha\e been trained by experience in 
Animal Husbandry, Poultry Husband- 
ry, Market Gardening, Orcharding and 
small fruits. Ornamental Planting. 
Farm Management and Administration 
and Farm Accounts. Other every-dajr 
courses will be required also. 

The school will be free to boys be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 25 tn Nor- 
folk County. 

In 1916 at least only boys will bo 
admitted. The school has authority 
however to conduct home making 
courses for girls and in time will es- 
tablish such courses if there is demand 
for them. 

There will be no written examina- 
tions for admittance. A grammar 
school education or its equivalent is 
much to be desired, but the chief re- 
quirement will be some good evidence 
from those who know the applicant, 
that he can profit from the Instruction 
and work offered by the school. 

In the matter of transportation ar- 
rangements have been made to furn- 
ish transportation at half rates on 
presentation of proper voucher. 

The Trustees expect to open the 
school in the fall, not later than 
October 1st in the dwelling house on 
the school property. Announcement of 
the opening date will he made in this 
paper later. 

The school is located on Main 
street, North Walpole, on the State 
Highway, within five minutes walk 
from the Plymtonville station. As the 
school is to be a day school, that is, a 
school attended for the most part by 
students living at their own homes, 
the question of accessibility is of the 
first importance.

Court Versus 
Committee Law

As I said the two last words Cy 
Jenkins entuo bito the store and beard 
them and saw me looking angrily at 
Tom. Afterward 1 apologized to Tom, 
anil ho seemed perfectly satisfied. The 
next day he disappeared." 

"Very plausible." replied the spokes 
man. “How do you account for blood 
on u towel found in Bowles’ room?" 

“There’s nothing In that Bowles 
was cutting some meat for a customer 
nml the knife struck his linger. lie 
went to Ms room to stanch tho blood.” 

"John Arbucklo, your explanations 
are mighty thin. You were heard ac- 
cusing Tom Bowles of having robbed 
you. The next day he disappeared 
without a word of Information as to 
where he was going. If you wus In 
the eastern country where such cases 
os yourn drag along for months, you’d 
probably get a lawyer who would 
prove that you never saw Bowles. In 
this country we take things as they 
are; there ain’t no lawyers to throw 
dust In our eyes. Come along." 

By this time Airs. Arbuckle and the 
children had come downstairs and 
despite their clinging to the husband 
and futher ho wns hurried away. 

“I'll make you men pay for this," he 
said. “Every one of you." 

“You’ll have to come hack from 
kingdom come to do It.” was the cold 
reply. 

They took their prisoner to a tree 
and were about to hang him when a 
mnn mile by and asked what was the 
charge against him. When told he 
said that about tho time Indicated he 
bad met Bowles early one morning 
walking on a road leading southward. 
The Informant couldn’t remember the 
date, but. be judged It was ahont a 
month before. 

The committee had Btarted In to 
hung a murderer and did not relish be- 
ing turned from tbolr purpose, but 
several of their members Insisted on on 
Investigation of Bowles having been 
seen going southward and after a long 
dispute It wns determined to put him 
In Jail till this could he done. He wns 
therefore lodged in a cell and the com- 
mltfee went homo to bed. 

One would naturally suppose tlwt 
those men who considered tlint justice 
rested on their shoulders would have 
taken tho pains to send ont In the di- 
rection Bowles had been seen going to 
innlte Inquiries for lim. But while 
they mnde It their business to dispense 
Justice nnd gloried that there were no 
lawyers In tho territory to delay them 
In doing so, no one of them seemed to 
consider It Ills business to hunt up 
the missing man. A week after they 
were bent on hanging Arbuckle they 
had so far cooled as to take very little 
Interest In Ills cose. 

However, Mrs. Arbuckle placed her 
children In the care of a friend and, 
without announcing her intention, 
started out to bunt for tho missing 
victim. She spent a good deal of tlmo 
In her quest without Immediate re- 
mit After being away from her little 
ones os long as she felt it practicable 
to leave them, she returned, bitterly 
disappointed. 

Time passed. There was no trace of 
llowles, but tho thoughts of the vigi- 
lance commltteo had been turned Into 
other channels and no movement was 
made to excuto Arbuckle Six mouths 
lie remained In Jail and would proba- 
bly have remained till the crack of 
doom had not a court been organized 
to take the dispensation of Justice out 
of tho bunds of u self constituted com- 
mittee. When this occurred the prison- 
er’s case was looked Into, and fcLnce 
there was not sufficient evidence 
igulnst him to warrant his trial he 
ivas discharged. 

A few days later Bowles, accom- 
panied by a wife, turned up. happy lu 
oelng a bridegroom. lie hud been 
turned down by tho bride, but she had 
relented and given him hope. He had 
gone for her, but being a modest man 
and fearing further disappointment 
had kept the reason for his going to 
himself. 

Tlie day after Bowles’ return Ar- 
tnicUle u vailed hhnself of the newly 
‘stabllshud court to bring suit for dam- 
»ges tor false imprisonment against 
-•very one of tho committee. Most of 
: hern bad some means, and Arbuckle 
turned everything be bad into money 
to pay his lawyers. Arbuckle won his 
suit and received a round sum from 
r -ach and all who were able to pay. 
J'bose who were not able to pay be 
kept in Jail two days for every one he 
had spent there himself. 

Such was the Ignomlulous end of the 
vigilance committee and the beginning 
■>t court law in a western city. 


THE MAN WHO DIED TWICE. 

Myetery of Jean, the Heirdreeaer of I 
Marie Antoinette. 

There are ninny puzzling features of 
French history, but perlmps the most 
puzzling of all. though It has to do 
with a comparatively minor pereonage, 
is tlint surrounding the mystery of the 
hairdresser of Marie Antoinette. It Is 
not a common occurrence for a person 
to die twice, n circumstance which has 
occurred In the case of this hairdresser, 
who wns known as Jean Antic, alias 
ticonnnl 

This Antle, or lx?onnrd. was a Gas- 
con, Inirn lu 175S, who acquired a repu. 
tat Ion In Paris by reason of Ills great 
Ingenuity hi building tbe elaborate 
coiffures of the time of Louts XVI. In 
1701 be was lodged at tbe Tullerles as 
hairdresser of tbe queen. 

When Marie Antoinette and the royal 
family made their fruitless attempt to 
flee from France, Ixtonard wns sent 
abend as a scout. He was seized, 
brought hack to the French capital 1 
and condemned to be executed as a 
traitor to tho state. * 

So far ns any one then knew, he was i 
duly decapitated, his death being prop- 
erly recorded la the register provided 
for the purpose. Investigation has, 
however, elicited tho interesting fact 
that the cx-hnirdresser was very much 
alive In Russia In the year 1814, and 
to complicate matters the Paris regis- 
ter showed Ids second denth certificate 
under tbe year 1820. Tho question nat- 
urally arises. Just how did Leonard 
manage to evade the penalty that every 
one had no doubt he had suffered? A 
great many guesses have been ven- 
tured. and the following explanation, 
offered by one puzzled liistorlnn, seems 
of all of them the most reasonable: 

Ono day while a group of condemned 
were uwnltlng their turn for execu- 
tion tho guillotine broke down and 
bad to be repaired. A number of vic- 
tims had been executed; ten or a dozen 
were obliged to stand wnlting until the 
repairs had been accomplished. 

It appears that ono individual, tho 
twentieth on the list, whose hands 
were, ns was tho custom, bound behind 
him, grew faint at the delay. Ho 
j leaned against t lie line of officers that 
! separated the prisoners from the mob 
of speciators. Suddenly a gap opened 
behind the man. Almost unconsciously 
he slipped through, and the line closed 
onco more. A bystander renched over 
nnd placed a hat on tho man’s bare 
head, and tho people crowded nbout as 
If to hide him. A short time thereafter 
a mnn with his hands behind him 
was seen In tho Cliamjis Elysees, walk- 
lng with tho air of one out for a quiet 
stroll. This man was said to have 
Bpeut the next night In a ditch and to 
have made his way to Russia subse- 
quently. If this person, saved by a 
fortunate accident or by collusion, 
was Leonard tho story explains the 
mystery of the two death certificates.— 
Washington Star. 

Roasting Coffsa.

Death in France of Victor Chapman 
Brief* Many Recollections to Older 
Weymonthitea. 

To the Editor of the Weymouth: 

The notice of the tragic death of 
young Mr. Victor Chapman In France, 
which comes to us In a New York 
paper, will bring with It a qulek sym- 
pathy from the older Weymouth peo- 
ple and a host of recollections asso- 
ciated with his family. The name 
Chapman must always have a peculiar 
interest and significance in Weymouth, 
connected as It is with her most 
famous daughter, where many were 
noted, the beautiful, brilliant and 
heroic woman who gave herself to the 
Anti-Slavery cause with such ardor in 
the time of national stress. Her fear- 
less, loyal and generous spirit has 
again shone out in the personality and 
Btory of her great-grandson whose 
death in France in the Allies service is 
bo widely deplored. He gave his life 
In a noble cause. 

Readers of the modern essays of the 
Atlantic Monthly and the Transcript 
have always enjoyed from time to tinn* 
trenchant and timely articles from the 
pen of John Jay Chapman, who is a 
grandson of Maria Weston Chapman, 
inheriting all her intellectual gifts and 
personal charms, and who is the fath- 
er of the fine young spirit who has 
just gtven his life in France. The 
family home is on the Hudson River, 
though he lias many Boston interests 
and well remembers tho old Weston 
Home In Weymouth. 

His volume of essays "Memories and 
Milestones" is notable in modern 
literature, and contains a wonderful 
pen portrait of Maria Weston. 

John Jay Chapman is the son of 
Henry Chapman, who was very well ; 
known in Weymouth in his boyhood, j 
and who was the special friend of ! 
young William Fifleld. Henry Chap- ! 
man was sent to Paris for education, 
and like all the family was under the 
eye of his celebrated kinsman Joshua 
Rates in London. Letters coming 
back to Weymouth in these far away ! 
days are of much local interest. Two. 
in the Library, written to William Fi- 
fleld in ISIS are altogether charming 
iboyish screeds, beginning “Dear Bill." 
and asking for news of the Weymouth 
friends and village affairs. They tell 
of the long visit to Joshua Rates’ 
splendid home near Windsor, which 
was built on Sir William Temple’s 
estate and had superb gardens. There 
were ponds and goldfish, deer in the 
royal park, a wonderful grapevine, and 
aAl-,fclie pretty sights of wealthy Eng- 
tirfr life. At the school in Paris the 
boy “set my teeth hard to learn 
French," and like any other boy he 
sends back his love first to the dogs 
Fide and Sanche his own and Wil- 
liam’s. and then to tho Weymouth 
friends. With these letters is one 
from Mr. Henry (I. Chapman to Mrs. 
Emily Fifleld (1903) from New York j 
where with all the family devotion in ' 
a good cause he was carrying on 
efforts for good government, saving 
"I am so glad my father was one of 
j your early friends." llis friendship 
I and memory was always cherished by 
j the Fiflelds. 

Tho story of Victor Chapman's death 
as told in the papers is extremely 
moving. He was hut twenty-four, but 
already a distinguished member of the 
French aviation corps and had done 
good service. After a military flight 
he attempted an errand of mercy to 
a wounded comrade in a nearby hos- 
pital. was caught by the celebrated 
German flier Boelke and sent down to 
his death. His name was a family 
one, recalling the late Colonel Van der 
Weyer, grandson of Joshua Bates who 
died this spring, for whom Queen Vic- 
toria stood sponsor. 

Mr. Chapman has written of his son, 
with a fine and characteristic courage, 
“I am resigned, I am proud that he' 
joined the French army.” But the 
shadow of the tragedy is very dark, 
nevertheless, one of the many to 
touch American families, and Wey- 
mouth, with deep interest will wish to 
add its word of appreciation and sym- I 
pat by.

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TRAVEL SKETCH. 

Mr. Hawes Telis of Interesting Points 
of Eiposition and Trip. 

There is one building of which I 

0 ight not to omit making special men- 
tion. as. though built not upon the 
fair grounds but in the civic centre of 
the city, it played a very important 
imrt in the results sought to be ac- 
complished In this bringing together 
of people from all over the world. 
Here assembled the greater part of 
the eight hundred congresses and con- 
ventions which convened during the 
progress of the fair. The building 
cost over a million dollars and when 
it had served the purpose of its erec- 
tion it was to revert to the city of San 
Francisco. The main audience room 
of the building lias a seating capacity 
of eleven thousand, beside which there 
are many rooms for smaller gather- 
ings and committees. Here men and 
women from all parts of the United 
States and the world assembled for 
the consideration of many topics of 
human interest. 

I think that the greatest influence 
for good which will go out, from the 
Exposition of 1915 is the bringing to- 
gether of people by thousands and tens 
of thousands from different parts of 
our own land and from other lands, 
thus knitting together more closely 
the bonds of human fellowship. 

•Here I must close my Exposition 
letter. I am conscious that 1 have 
come far short of doing justice to the 
subject. However if any of my friends 
find any pleasure in following these 
columns, and perhaps learn a few 
facts of which they were not before 
possessed. I am content. In my next 
letter I shall have something to say 
about the Russian River Valley; a 
section of California not commonly 
visited by tourists. 

The canal and locks were faithfully 
represented with running water, with 
miniature vessels passing through the 
locks. A slowly moving platform, 
about twenty feet above the bottom of 
the amphitheatre and extending en- 
tirely around it was the means of 
conveyance by which I traversed both 
sides of the canal. This platform was 
about twelve feet In width and furn- 
ished with comfortable seats for the 
spectators, each of whom is furnished 
with a telephone receiver to apply to 
the ears and keep in that position the 
whole trip. The part of the lecture 
applicable to the section of the canal 
being passed, reached each one as he 
was passing that particular point. We 
start from the westerly side of the 
canal at Its Pacific end passing in 
turn the several points of interest — 
the Miraflores and Peter Miguel locks 
near the Pacific end, the Culebra cut. 
where the land slides have taken 
place which have delayed so much 
the navigation of the canal, then the 
broad expanse of Gatiim Lock and on 
to Colon; returning along the easter- 
ly side of the canal and landing safely 
after a half hour’s trip at Panama. 
This object lesson was well adapted 
lo convey a good idea of the gigantic 
work, the completion of which the Ex- 
position was designed to celebrate. 

Any attempt at portraying the 
wonders of the Exposition would he 
incomplete without alluding to tho 
marvellously effective system of illum- 
ination. For lighting the streets of the 
states and foreign section, two hun- 
dred and fifty bight pressure gas arc 
lamps are used. For the “Walled 
City" nine hundred electric arc l^mps 
are used. These are alsi* used through- 
out the grounds thirty thousands in- 
candescent bulbs. With the excep- 
tion of the /.one, where glare is a part 
of the effect sought, the electric lights 
are masked, or concealed, supplying 
a mellow radiance which is restful to 
the eyes. 

In addition to the above, three hun- 
dred and forty-seven search lights, 
two hundred and fifty incandescent 
projectors for flag lighting and twe 
hundred projectors of the locomotive 
headlight type for the illumination of 
statuary etc., are used. 

The cost for lighting was five hun- 
dred dollars a night. 'The reader can 
imagine, that if any one loved dark- 
ness rather than light they must 
needs go out of the Exposition 
grounds to find It. 

With grounds of such ample dimen- 
sions, it may be asked, what facilities 
were afforded for getting from point 
to point ? 

No autos or horses were allowed 
within the grounds, hut whether one 
wished to go a short distance or a 
long one he did not have to walk un- 
less he chose to do so. The Overfair 
Railroad extends nearly the length of 
the grounds, over which you could ride 
for a dime. This is a narrow gauge 
road — about two and one half feet — • 
operated by small engines drawing 
low, light cars, carrying about fifty 
passengers each. The Fadgl auto 
trains also operate the length of the 
grounds. These consist of a motor, 
drawing ♦ars less than a foot from the 
ground, with the seats hack to hack 
These motor trains are operated at 
; a moderate speed upon the macadam 
; roads. Wheel chairs were supplied to 

1 those wishing to use them, hut these 
I seemed not so popular as the electric- 


quettes. These latter were small bas- 
ket-work machines, designed to 
carry two, the basket-work coming 
nearly to the ground and concealing a 
storage battery which furnished the 
power by which the chair for il is 
hardly more than that - is propelled. 
The operating device is very simple 
and can bo mastered in a few minutes. 
The maximum speed of these little 
machines is about four miles an hour. 
They were rented at fifty cents an 
hour, or five dollars for the day.

vice to the consumer but will also off- 
set the rapidly increasing cost of 
materials by Increasing the efficiency 
of manufacture.

Tbe killing and maiming of combat- 
ants oro not oil thnt Is terrible In war 
When the mailed fist Is raised law, 
which tins been the solo arbiter In the 
affairs of men, hides Its face. Tbe gen- 
eral commanding takes bis place on 
the bench. Hut the general cannot even 
control his own troops. The victorious 
trooper frequently becomes a plun- 
derer. When an army Invades an en- 
emy country those who have lived se- 
curely under the law flee before It as 
from an engulfing wave. And It mat- 
ters not whether one Is friend or foe;

Paul Stanislaus, a Hussion Polu, 
early developed a taste for music.
